AND  PUBLIC  ART  FESTI 


There  are  few  fields  more  open  to  a  variety  of 
personal  opinion  than  art.  Within  this  field  there 
is  probably  nothing  that  arouses  more  disparate 
opinions  than  the  public  art  festival.  It  is  gen- 
erally an  occasion  at  which  the  largest  possible 
number  of  paintings  and  other  works  of  art,  of 
the  greatest  variety  both  in  quality  and  style, 
are  presented  to  as  many  people  of  every  sort 
as  possible.  The  whole  affair  generally  takes 
place  in  as  busy  a  public  square  as  can  be  ar- 
ranged for,  blocking  traffic  or  at  least  muddling 
it  considerably. 


What  happens  to  the  traffic  is  nothing  in  com- 
parison to  what  sometimes  happens  to  both  art 
and  the  people.    When  one  thinks  of  the  tre-

mendous  variety  of  works  of  art  shown,  then  the 
number  of  different  kinds  of  people  who  come  to 
see,  and  finally  imagines  the  fantastic  number 
of  combinations  of  individual  works  of  art  and 
individual  viewers,  it  is  no  wonder  that  nearly 
every  kind  of  thing  has  been  said  about  these 
festivals.  It  has  been  my  pleasure  to  have  had 
some  part  in  producing  an  outdoor  art  festival 
almost  every  year  for  the  last  ten  years,  most 
recently  as  chairman  of  the  Jack  London  Square 
Art  Festival  in  Oakland.  These  experiences 
have  increasingly  convinced  me  that  the  public 
art  festival  is  a  venerable  and  important  insti- 
tution in  a  free  society,  in  its  own  way  as  im- 
portant as  the  national  park,  say,  or  the  public 
library. 


Of  course,  there  are  a  lot  of  people  in  the  world 
who  have  at  least  a  little  interest  in  art.  who 
come  to  such  a  festival  as  this,  as  well  as  to 
other  exhibitions,  and  who  find  things  to  enjoy. 
This  kind  of  happy  circumstance  is  the  back- 
bone of  such  a  festival.  However,  I  think  that 
some  of  the  confrontations  of  viewer  and  work 
of  art  which  seem  most  withering  and  exasper- 
ating at  the  time  to  all  concerned  are  also 
among  the  useful  accomplishments  of  such  an 
undertaking  as  this.

The  public  art  festival  takes  place  on  a  kind  of 
psychologically  neutral  ground,  a  kind  of  Swit- 
zerland of  the  spirit,  where  neither  artist  nor 
public  loses  his  identity  and  yet,  for  perhaps  the 
only  time  in  the  year,  each  extends  himself  at 
least  a  little  bit  towards  the  other.  During  the 
rest  of  the  year,  many  of  the  people  who  visit 
the  festival  never  enter  a  museum  or  gallery, 
and  those  who  do  feel  they  are  entering  a  differ- 
ent country  where  the  standards  are  as  strange 
as  a  foreign  language  and  their  own  opinions  are 
disregarded.  Such  people  can  manage  to  get 
themselves  to  public  art  festivals  with  their  self 
confidence  still  unsmothered,  so  to  speak,  and 
however  purple  the  air  may  get  with  abuse  from 
a  few,  It  is  in  this  atmosphere  of  free  expres- 
sion and  informal  testing  that  steps  forward  in 
the  understanding  and  enjoyment  of  art  are  often 
most  easily  made. 

For  the  artist,  exhibiting  in  this  neutral  territory 
is  important,  too.  Some  artists  and  craftsmen 
do  work  which  has  a  large  audience  and  they 
find  the  festivals  a  very  satisfactory  and  com- 
fortable way  of  presenting  themselves.  Other 
artists  know  they  create  only  for  a  specialized 
group  and  they  live  in  a  world  of  studio,  art 
school,  museum  and  gallery  occupied  by  other 
artists  like  themselves  and  the  people  who  are 
interested  in  their  art.  For  them,  exhibiting  in 
an  art  festival  is  the  one  occasion  during  the  year 
in  which  their  work  moves  out  beyond  their  own 
world  into  a  broader  arena.  It  is  their  time  to 
present  to  the  largest  number  what  they  have 
accomplished  in  the  search  for  what  is  most 
individual.

Since  the  days  nearly  two  centuries  ago  when, 
in  various  lands,  The  People  became  sovereign, 
annual  public  art  exhibitions  have  been  an  im- 
portant institution.  Art,  whose  official  audience 
way  once  the  church  and  the  court,  now  faces 
the  people.  For  a  great  part  of  this  time,  the 
world's  most  important  public  annual  exhibition 
was  the  Paris  Salon,  and  the  pattern  for  such 
exhibitions  elsewhere  was  in  great  part  devel- 
oped there.  It  is  more  than  a  casual  coincidence 
that  these  salons  grew  out  of  another  "outdoor 
art  festival. "  During  the  latter  part  of  the  eigh- 
teenth century,  members  of  the  artists*  guild, 
The  Guild  of  St.  Luke,  would  display  their  work 
for  the  public  in  the  Place  Dauphine  after  the 
feast  of  Corpus  Christi.  Today,  in  spite  of  the 
refinements  of  public  exhibitions  in  museums 
and  galleries,  it  is  the  outdoor  art  festival  which 
is  closest  to  the  genesis  of  the  institution,  and, 
too,  which  brings  art. and  the  people  most  hap- 
pily together.

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THE  BEAUTIFUL 
IS  DIFFICULT" 

The  many  forms  of  Art  represented 
in  this  year's  San  Francisco  Arts  Festival 
reflect  the  enormous  wealth  and  breadth 
of  art  in  the  Bay  Area.  That  the  creative 
person  is  able  to  achieve  expression  in 
these  myriad  forms  is  a  grand  testimony 
to  the  tastes  and  traditions  of  the  Bay 
Area.  Ours  is  a  conscious  age:  an  artist 
needs  a  mass  consciousness  in  order  to 
produce  to  create.  Art  needs  an  audi- 
ence; there  is  none  more  sensitive  nor 
more  perceptive  than  here  in  our  "Bagdad 
by  the  Bay. " 

Whether  art  is  a  symbol  or  a  re- 
flection of  reality,  its  forms  are  varied. 
The  abstract  and  the  utilitarian,  the  exotic 
and  the  frank  all  find  a  place.  Art  is  an 
expression  natural  to  all  and  Nature  dic- 
tates no  forms.  Talent  exists  in  each 
human  being.  In  each  it  seeks  its  own 
form  -  as  unique  to  itself  as  the  way  of 
walking  or  the  way  of  talking.  The  Irish 
playwright,  SeanO'Casey,  sees  the  arts 
as  "manifest  in  us  when  we  are  young, 
when  we  have  courage  and  little  shame  - 
for  all  can  hum  an  air,  draw  a  line  or 
two  to  make  a  comic  face,  dance  a  child- 
ish measure  in  a  game  or  walk  like  a 
king  or  queen  going  to  or  coming  from  a 
coronation.  All  can  carve  a  comely  boat 
from  a  block  of  wood."   Sadly,  he  also 


sees  that  the  expression  of  art  dies  young 
among  the  "multitude  of  men"  for  lack  of 
"nurture"  or  encouragement.  Social 
pressures  more  frequently  resist  the  de- 
velopment of  truly  individual  expression 
than  they  encourage  it.  Expression  of 
art  requires  a  sense  of  uniqueness. 

Here  in  the  Bay  Area  we  are  making 
progress  toward  a  fuller  manifestation  of 
creation.  "The  Arts  are  for  all,  like  the 
bluebells.  They  should  become,  in  some 
form  or  another,  common  inan  uncommon 
way,  in  the  home,  in  the  school,  in  the 
church,  in  the  street,  and  in  the  parks 
where  man  sits  to  think  or  look  around." 
(Sean  O  *  Casey) 


"Creating"  is  not  an  easy  task. 
And  yet,  it  brings  a  measure  of  joy  and 
fulfillment  rivalled  by  few  other  human 
experiences.  Watching  the  face,  the 
body,  the  hands  of  one  at  work  in  a  crea- 
tive effort  reveals  the  combined  inten- 
sity, tension,  struggle  to  arrive  at  the 
"image"  -  the  pleasure,  self-satisfaction 
and  deep  involvement  with  which  the 
effort  is  accompanied.  The  tight  fist  of 
the  eager  child  grasps  the  crayon  with 
intensity,  a  seriousness  equal  to  that  of 
the  far  more  patient,  experienced  artisan 
bent  over  the  piece  of  silver.  The  face 
of  the  adolescent  painter  speaks  the  ser- 
iousness of  her  effort.  The  dancer,  feel- 
ing, speaking  through  her  body,  strains 
muscle  and  mind  to  make  clear  her  image

-  an  image  described  in  movement.  The 
straining  arm  of  tlie  conductor  -  the 
voice,  the  instrument  responding  -  it  is 
a  significant  conversation  they  have  be- 
tween them.  The  actor,  the  maker  of 
poems,  the  creator  of  images  on  the 
screen  -  they  too  are  involved  in  this 
conversation.  They  would  not  remain  in 
it  long  were  it  not  so  significant  ...  for 
it  is  a  difficult  one.  The  strain,  the  in- 
tense effort,  the  joy  -  the  Greeks  sum- 
med it  up  simple  -  "the  beautiful  is 
difficult." 

One  of  the  functions  of  an  artistic- 
ally aware  community  is  to  provide 
images.  For  art  "translates"  an  image 
into  a  new  type  of  reality.  For  some, 
music  is  the  language.  It  gives  form  to 
an  intangible.  Painting,  sculpture, 
photography,  the  dance  all  provide  ex- 
perience on  a  deep  level  of  insight  and 
attitude:  To  understand  an  idea  in  a  work 
of  art  is,  therefore,  to  have  a  new  exper- 
ience. To  create  this  experience,  the 
artist  must  have  the  proper  material , 
i.e.,  images.  Is  there  any  community 
more  capable  of  offering  such  material? 
Any  more  startling  in  its  molds  and 
rhythm?  Here,  in  the  Bay  Area,  we  have 
all  the  natural  beauty  of  sea  and  moun- 
tain, together  with  the  eager  appetites  of 
a  modern  cosmopolis.  Is  there  any  won- 
der that  our  Art  takes  so  many  forms,  so 
many  perceptions,  so  many  voices?
